"There are now eight Maxie wells 
capable of producing gas and distillate 
from two separate reservoirs. One of 
heze, the Ohio well, also can produce 
from a third zone. The four wells at 
ioa Ridge are also capable of multi- 
ple zone production. 

A well-spacing program sanctioned 
by the State^Oil and Gas Board has 
been set up which will allow two wells 
to be drilled on each 320-acre tract in- 
stead of the usual one. This is possible 
because, on each 320-acre tract, one 
well will be drilled into the Eutaw res- 
into the Tusca- 
loosa reservoir, thus increasing the yield 
of. gas and distillate from the area 
without violating sound conservation 


principles. 


With the continued success of dril- 


qe in this area, rumors of negotia- 


tions for a pipe line outlet have pre- 
sisted, with record prices reportedly 
being demanded by the owners of the 
gas. at present, the Maxie and Pistol 
Ridge wells are “shut in” because there 
is no way to transport large quantities 
of gas to market. 

The Moxie and Pistol Ridge fields 
are located in southern Forrest County 
along the northwestern flank of a well- 
known and. often-drilled geologic struc- 
ture called the Wiggins Anticline. This 


strücture, sometimes known ss the Wig- 


gins “uplift” or "high, extends ftóm 
Péarl River County through Forrest 
and Stone Mito the northwestern part 
of Jackson County. The recent Maxie 
field successes are expected to stimu- 
late drilling all along this structure.
